Without Los ing His Job 


Ju st 20 m onths ag o we called y ou r 
attention in this space to a ju nior col­ 
leg e teacher in Shasta Cou nty who had 
been dismissed from his job for writing 
letters to tho editor. 
It was a complicated case in which 
Jack Owens, now a Redding real estate 
salesman, had been dismissed not be­ 
cau se letters he had written to a week ly 
new spaper were false, bu t becau se in so 
doing he had v iolated a 
C a l i f or ni a 
Teachers Association code of ethics. 
He su ed to g et his job back , bu t he 
lost. He was fou nd g u ilty of u nprofe s ­ 
sional condu ct, ev ident u nfitness for 
serv ice, and dishonesty , after the ju dg e 
had ru led the tru th of the letters was no 
defense. 
It was at this point we called y ou r a t­ 
tention to his case in a leng thy editorial 
becau se, as we said then, “ we are dis­ 
tu rbed that a teacher can he discharg ed 
for w riting a letter to the editor, a rig ht 
ev ery citizen shou ld enjoy . We hope we 
hav en't heard the last of the () w e n s 
case.” 
And we hadn't Owens appealed and 
the appellate cou rt rev ersed the lower 


cou rt ju dg e and ordere d that Owens be 
g iv en his job back . Not only that, bu t 
the State Hoard of Edu cation refu sed to 
rev ok e his teaching credential. 
So the school tru stees carried the case 
to the State S u pre m e Cou rt. 
Last week , the S u pre m e Cou rt re ­ 
fu sed, withou t com m ent, to act on the 
ease, in effect, u pholding the 
l o w e r 
cou rt and ordering Owens hack into the 
teaching profession if he wishes to g o. 
Now we hope we hav e heard the last 
of the Owens case. Now we hope we'v e 
h eard the last of any g rou p which tries 
to silence its m em bers. Now we hope 
that it is a bu ndantly clear that a teach­ 
er, a lawy er, a doctor, a stu dent, a brick - 
lay er, ev en a new spaperm an, can speak 
ou t ag ainst any thing he believ es wrong 
in or ou t of his profession. 
W riting tru e letters to the editor is 
no more u nprofessional than v oting NO 
on a motion ev ery one else wants to see 
carried.

OXFORD, Miss. (UPI) -Negro James Meredith reg­ 
istered today at the Universtiv of Mississippi and began 
attending classes on a campus littered with the debris 
of a major riot that took two lives and injured at least 
75 persons. 


“ it is not a happy occasion,” he said 


About 400 U.S. deputy marshals and 1.000 federal 
troops guarded the campus as the 29-year-old Negro 
cracked the segregation barriers of the 
114-year-old 
school. 


The campus was brought under military control 
early today but the rioting spread to downtown Oxford 
and at least one soldier was hurt in a barrage of rocks, 
timbers and pop bottles before the crowd was dispersed 
w ith tear gas and reinforcements were brought in. 


Meredith, whose determination to desegregate “Ole 
Miss” brought about a conflict that threatened to rock 
the federal union, walked solemnly to an American 
colonial history class at 9 a.m. (OST) to shouts of “ nig­ 
ger. nigger" and “was it worth two deaths0” 


He was accompanied to the classes by three deputy 
marshals and U.S. Department of Justice representative 
Fd Guthman.

Teacher Can Write Editor 


Without Losing His Job 


Just 20 months ago we called your 
attention in this space to a junior col­ 
lege teacher in Shasta County who had 
been dismissed from his job for writing 
letters to the editor. 
It was a complicated case in which 
Jack Owens, now a Redding real estate 
salesman, had been dismissed not be­ 
cause letters he had written to a weekly 
newspaper w ere false, but because in so 
doing he had violated a C a l i f o r n i a 
Teachers Association code of ethics. 
He sued to get his job back, but he 
lost. He was found guilty of unprofes­ 
sional conduct, evident unfitness for 
service, and dishonesty, after the judge 
had ruled the truth of the letters was no 
defense. 
It was at this point we called your at­ 
tention to his case in a lengthy editorial 
because, as we said then, “we are dis­ 
turbed that a teacher can be discharged 
for writing a letter to the editor, a right 
everv citizen should enjoy. We hope we 
haven't heard the last of the O w e n s 
case.“ 
And we hadn’t. Owens appealed and 
the appellate court reversed the lower 


court judge and ordered that Owens be 
given his job back. Not only that, but 
the State Hoard of Fclucatior. refused to 
revoke his teaching credential. 
So the school trustees carried the case 
to the State Supreme Court, 
Last week, the Supreme Court re­ 
fused, without comment, to act on the 
case, in effect, upholding the l o w e r 
court and ordering Owens back into the 
teaching profession if he wishes to go. 
Now we hope we have heard the last 
of the Owens case. Now we hope w e ’ve 
heard the last of any group which tries 
to silence its members Now we hope 
that it is abundantly clear that a teach­ 
er, a lawyer, a doctor, a student, a brick­ 
layer, even a newspaperman, can speak 
out against anything he believes wrong 
in or out of his profession. 
Writing true letters to the editor is 
no more unprofessional than voting NO 
on a motion everyone else wants to see 
carried. It's a right we Americans have, 
thank goodness. We re proud that our 
slow, old mills of justice ground out the 
same answer that our bounding Fathers 
put into our Constitution.
